REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts Mlodozeniec and Sturzenegger, do not teach the claimed 
ingestible membrane impregnated with the claimed combination of active agents, 
wherein the membrane must have selected permeability porosity to control release of 
the active agents at two or more different sites within the stomach or intestines, and the 
active agents are separated from one another. The unexpected result is an ingestible 
membrane with a precise metered amount of multiple active agents that allowed 
delivery of the active agents in a single dosage form to reduce side effects, improve 
therapeutic response, and permit a decrease in the required dosage which in turn 
improve patient benefit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
